13. |3 Other: The amendment to claim 9 requiring the inner diameter end portion of each auxiliary blade placed behind a pressure 
surface of an outer diameter end portion of one of the adjacent main blades in conjunction with the arguments presented 23 June 
2005 in numbered paragraph 2 are deemed to raise new issues that reguire further consideration. Previously, the claims added after 
the first Office action did not reguire the blades to be spaced "behind" in a radial sense since "behind" may be. and was construed in 
the previous Office action as between with respect to the circumferential direction of the impeller. Note Applicant has not presented a 
claim reguiring each auxiliary blade to be "circumferentiallv between" as well as "radially behind" each main blade which may deem 
Applicant's argument persuasive. Also noted is Applicant's failure to provide at least one drawing figure of the claimed subject matter 
of claims 9-15 (See 37 C.F.R. 5 1.83(a)). The examiner further notes that the claims in conjunction with the amendment filed under 



37 C.F.R. 5 1.116 appear to be directed to a distinct invention (See MPEP SS 808.01(a) and 821.03 and 37 C.F.R. $1.145) 
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
